The vital service, described as an ‘educational lifeline’ by its students, will shut 
after Learndirect bosses decided not to renew the contract it has with Walford 
and North Shropshire College. 


And there are fears that the closure will now damage the chances of unemployed people 
in the town finding work. The scheme was saved from closure last year after college bosses 
secured last minute funding for a further 12 months, including grants from Shropshire 
Council and Oswestry Town Council.

Hospital top 
in 'acid test’ 
quality poll 

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospital has 
come joint top of a major survey which asked 
patients whether they would recommend 
their treatment to their family and friends. 

Bosses at the hospital said they were 
delighted to have won top rank in the ‘fam¬ 
ily and friends test’, describing the question 
as the ‘acid test’ for patient care and quality. 

The survey saw more than 22,000 
patients from the 46 acute hospitals across 
the east of England and the East and West 
Midlands asked at the end of their treat¬ 
ment how likely it was that they would rec¬ 
ommend the service to friends and family. 

The scores were worked out by taking the 
number who said ‘no’, from the number 
who said ‘yes’, with the net number based 
on the percentage of promoters minus the 
percentage of detractors. 

The orthopaedic hospital had a net score 
of +89 and the average score across the 
region was +62. The results showed a wide 
difference between hospitals in the region, 
ranging from +29 to +89. 

Hospital chief executive Wendy Farring¬ 
ton Chadd said she was delighted with the 
results from the pilot study which are con¬ 
sistent with several other patient satisfac¬ 
tion surveys carried out at the hospital. 

She said: “Recommendations to family 
and friends represent a real ‘acid test’.” 


College principal Andrew Tyley said the 
contract would not be renewed because 
Learndirect felt the service was under used. 

He said: “It is disappointing but I think 
everyone has done everything they can to 
keep the service going. We worked so hard to 
get the contract for 2011-12 but it was a one 
year contract and we knew they would be 
reviewing it in April or May. 

“Although Learndirect has been good and 
has worked for some people it is not the solu¬ 
tion for everyone. We have probably had 
about 200 students using Learndirect, some 
on short courses, some longer. 

Options 

“We would urge anyone to contact the col¬ 
lege and speak to us about other options and 
opportunities available.” 

Mr Tyley said the college was in talks the 
service’s three members of staff. 

Oswestry mayor, Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett said the decision to close the service was 
a blow for the town. 

Mr Bennett said the new Oswestry Eco¬ 
nomic Board, a partnership between the 
town council and Shropshire Council, will 
look at what it can do to improve job oppor¬ 
tunities in the town. 

The mayor said: “I think it is disappoint¬ 
ing that Learndirect has pulled the plug par¬ 
ticularly because in view of what happened 
last year, there was a delay in looking to 
recruit students because of the uncertainty. 

“The important thing for Oswestry now is 
to find a Plan B which will help improve the 
employment opportunities for those looking 
for work. 

“The new Oswestry Economic Board that 
we have set up between the town council 
and Shropshire Council can look at the 
issues along with the town’s major employ¬ 
ers and the college. 

“It is disappointing to lose the service 
because it has helped people back into 
work. ”

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Traveller 
family's 
appeal is 
dismissed 

A GIPSY family who wanted 
to stay on land near 
Oswestry have had their 
appeal dismissed by a plan¬ 
ning inspector. 

Shropshire councillors 
refused to give planning per¬ 
mission in December to 
Michelle and Jerry Berry to 
change land opposite Henlle 
Park Golf Club in Gobowen 
into a travellers’ site. 

They wanted to build four 
chalets and associated park¬ 
ing areas for four touring 
caravans as well as a parking 
area, a washroom/kitchen 
facilities and new access, 
landscaping, car parking 
and drainage. 

The couple appealed 
against the decision and a 
hearing was held in May. 
The appeal was dismissed by 
planning inspector Brian 
Sims. 

Mr Sims said the harm the 
development would cause to 
the countryside ‘would not 
be outweighed by the gen¬ 
eral and personal needs of 
the appellants to an extent 
sufficient to justify the per¬ 
manent permission sought’. 

The family moved on to 
the site, a former rubbish 
tip, without planning per¬ 
mission in 2010 and council 
chiefs had to slap a stop 
notice on the site to halt the 
unapproved development. 

The planning application 
for the site provoked more 
than 80 objections from res¬ 
idents and users of the 
nearby golf club. 

Village's charity 
collection grows 

THE people of Whittington 
have doubled the amount 
raised during Christian Aid 
week this year. 

Collections throughout 
the village totalled £1,852, 
which grew to more than 
£2,000 with gift aid. 

The sum was a record fig¬

Rotarians’ charity

A CHARITY tree of light could be moved into Oswestry’s 
market square this year. 

Town councillors suggested the venue as an alternative 
after the Rotary club asked to adopt the Christmas tree in 
the town’s main Festival Square. 

The Rotary Club of Oswestry has used a tree in the 
grounds of St Oswald’s Parish Church for its annual 
fundraiser for many years. 

This year president Mike Jones appealed to Oswestry 
Town Council to let the club instead pay for the Festival 
Square tree which is at the centre of the annual lights 
switch-on. 

“We would be prepared to pay for the tree if we were 
allowed to have the Rotary tree of light board attached to 
the fence around the tree as is done in some other towns. 

“We would also like to be allowed to say a few words about 
the tree of light and the causes it supports during the 
switch-on ceremony,” Mr Jones said. 

But Councillor Betty Gull said she believed that the tree 
in Festival Square should remain as the council’s civic tree. 

Now the Rotary club is to be approached about having its 
tree of light on the Bailey Head market square instead. 

Changes planned at bank 

A HIGH street bank in Oswestry is to alter its entrance so 
disabled customers no longer have to be served outside. 

Santander, on The Cross in Oswestry, applied to Shrop¬ 
shire Council for permission to lower its entrance door, 
remove two steps and carry out internal refurbishment to 
make the business accessible to wheelchair users. 

Oswestry and District Access group has been lobbying the 
bank to improve its entrances for more than a year.

Minor injuries unit 
to be launched 
in town centre 

A MINOR injuries unit 
will open in Oswestry town 
centre by the end of the 
year. 

The unit, currently 
housed at the Orthopaedic 
Hospital on the edge of the 
town, will move to the new 
Oswestry Health Centre in 
the former railway engi¬ 
neering buildings off the 
Gobowen Road. 

The move will complete 
the first phase of the cen¬ 
tre, which opened earlier 
this year. 

The three-storey centre 
already features a GP 
practice and various serv¬ 
ices such as health visitors, 
dentistry and X-ray facili¬ 
ties. An audiology unit is 
also planned for the site. 

Now Shropshire Com¬ 
munity Health Trust has 
revealed patients will be 
able to attend a minor 
injuries unit at the centre, 
which has taken more 
than a decade to come to 
fruition.

Man says his bomb hoax calls 
were bid to spend life in jail

AN OSWESTRY man has admitted making bomb hoax 
calls to shopping centres and other premises across 
Britain, including the BBC and Elstree film studios. 

Paul William Jones said he made the phone calls in a bid to ensure 
he would spend the rest of his life behind bars as he could not cope on 
the outside world. One of 11 calls made was to Shrewsbury probation 
office while another was to a store at a Wrexham shopping centre 
which had to be evacuated for 90 minutes. 

Jones, 32, of Maple Avenue, Oswestry, appeared before Mold Crown 
Court last Friday, where he admitted the offences that took place on 
March 19 this year. He pleaded guilty to 11 charges of communicating 
false information within intent to make the

Jones also admitted that on March 19 in 
Regent Street, Wrexham, he was carrying a 
10-inch carving knife. 

Hoax calls were made to Shrewsbury pro¬ 
bation office, Wrexham Council offices, the 
Wilkinsons store on the Island Green shop¬ 
ping centre in Wrexham, and shopping cen¬ 
tres in Stoke on Trent, Bedford, Blackpool 
and Chattam. Jones also made calls to the 
Department of Transport, the Vosa office in 
Wrexham, the BBC offices in Portland 
Place, London, and the Elstree film studios. 

Miss Emmalyne Downing, prosecuting, 
handed Judge Niclas Parry a series of letters 
that Jones had written to the prosecution. 

Mr Stephen Edwards, for Jones, 
explained that his client wanted to ensure 
he received a lengthy custodial sentence. 

“He has a degree of cerebral palsy. How¬ 
ever, his general medical health is not so 
bad. He simply wants to spend the rest of his 
life in prison, he is entirely institution¬ 
alised,” said Mr Edwards. 

No details of the incidents were outlined 
in court and the judge ordered a psycholog¬ 
ical report on Jones. He adjourned the case 
until July 6. Jones was remanded in custody.

Work colleagues fall victim 
to telephone bank card scam

Proposals to 
draw visitors 

PLANS to create an innovative visitor 
attraction in Llanfyllin as part of proposals 
to market the town to tourists will be pre¬ 
sented to the public next month. 

A team of councillors and residents is 
looking at how to develop an area called 
Bodfach Field in the town and have come up 
with various ideas on how to use the site. 

Their plans will go on show before the 
town council meeting on July 18 at the Pub¬ 
lic Institute. Residents are invited to go 
along at 6pm to see the proposals with the 
town council meeting starting at 6.45pm. 

Proposals include an orchard, the instal¬ 
lation of sculptures, a picnic area and an 
amphitheatre. The plans will complement 
recent improvements to the town centre 
which has seen the development of a river¬ 
side tourist attraction with a picnic area, 
nature area and the creation of more car 
parking spaces.An innovative water system 
has also been introduced to filter run-off 
from the car park into the Cain river. 


their PIN so they could investigate. 

Once they had the codes confirmed, the 
criminals were able to withdraw funds from 
the victims’ bank accounts before they 
realised anything was amiss. 

In one of the cases, almost £2,500 was 
taken before the victim realised they had 
been duped and cancelled the cards. 

Constable Howard Lewis, who is investi¬ 
gating the offences, said: “This crime, which 
happens nationwide, involves bags, purses 
or wallets being stolen from a person’s place 
of work. The offender then contacts the vic¬ 
tim before they have even realised their 
bank cards have been stolen. 

“Many people get caught out because the 
caller is in possession of their card details 
and is very convincing, saying there had 
been suspicious activity on their account 
and that details such as a PIN were needed 
to take action. 

“If you receive any call like this, do not 
give out any details, hang up, check your 
belongings and report the incident to police 
immediately. Banks or building societies 
will never ask for your PIN under any cir¬ 
cumstances and it should never be given out 
to anybody.” 

The officer said some online and tele¬ 
phone purchases did require the three-digit 
security code on the back of bank cards to 
prove that people was in possession of the 
card. But he said it should never be given 
out to any cold caller.

Impressed by enthusiasm of team of volunteers 


THIS week I was given a quick insight into 
the work being carried out by the Cambrian 
Heritage Railways in Oswestry and the 
group’s vision for the future. 

It would be impossible not to be 
impressed by the enthusiasm of the dedi¬ 
cated team of volunteers intent on provid¬ 
ing Oswestry with not just a tourist 
attraction but a working and profitable rail 
link. 

The fact that a town the size of Oswestry 
is not connected to any national rail link 
beggars belief and is down to the horrific 
cuts made by Dr Richard Beeching back in 
1963. 

Beeching’s brief as chairman of the 
British Transport Commission was simple: 
“Make the railways pay”. British Rail was 
losing £140m a year when Dr Beeching took 
over the commission. His solution, 
announced on March 27, 1963, was equally 
straightforward - massive cuts. 

The Conservative government welcomed 
the report, but thousands of people - many

in remote rural areas - were horrified they 
would lose their local branch lines. 

Opposition from the pressure groups 
failed and during the 1960s Beeching’s axe 
fell on 2,128 stations - Oswestry included - 
and more than 67,000 British Rail jobs. 

Today it is hard to see how such incredi¬ 
ble cuts were allowed to take place and to 
see towns like Oswestry isolated in such a 
way was surely a travesty. 

The Cambrian Heritage Railway has a 
mission to open up the closed line from Gob- 
owen to Llynclys and beyond. 

It’s going to take a long time and buckets 


of cash but you just get the feeling this 
group of people have started something 
there are not willing to back down from. 
Good luck to them.

Johnners' century marked 
with book by his family

THE Shropshire-based son of legendary 
cricket commentator Brian Johnston has 
welcomed a series of events to celebrate 
what would have been ‘Johnners’ 100th birth¬ 
day. 

Andrew Johnston from Ruyton-XI-Towns has himself 
published a special centenary edition of ‘An Evening with 
Johnners’, edited by his brother Barry. 

Barry also presented a BBC Radio 4 programme last week 
entitled Staff No Fee: The Other Life of Brian, while Rory 
Bremner presented An Innings with Johnners on Radio 
Four Extra. 

Publisher Andrew, from Quiller Publishing, said his 
father would have been amazed and humbled by the inter¬ 
est in the centenary. 

“He was a very modest man and did not see himself as 
others did, as an institution,” Mr Johnston said.Johnners, 
as the commentator was known, was perhaps best known 
for his gaffes while broadcasting on the radio during the 
Test Match Specials. 

Commentated 

But he is recognised as one of Britain’s best commenta¬ 
tors at important events in history. 

“He commentated on so many Royal events, from the 
death of King George VI and the coronation of Elizabeth II 
to the wedding of HRH The Prince of Wales and Lady Diana 
Spencer in 1981.” 

“He also commentated on the Boat Race for years and 
presented Down Your Way. But it was for cricket that he was 
best known.” 

Mr Johnston said as a child he grew up immersed in 
cricket. 

“Playing in our garden we could hear the roar of the 
crowd at Lords. My father had a tradition on the Friday of 
the Lords Test Match, that he would have a garden party 
and invite those from the world of cricket.” 

“He was friends with so many cricketers. It was nothing 
for ‘Uncle Colin’ Cowdrey to turn up or ‘Uncle Dennis’ 
Compton. 

“Father never took his life for granted and always said he 
was very, very lucky.”

A tough 
test for 
students 
at airbase 


A GROUP of Shropshire 
students’ agility and 
strength were put to the test 
when they completed an 
exercise course designed and 
used by the RAF.

Air corps in 
storage bid 

A STORAGE problem at a 
building used by Oswestry’s 
Air Training Corps group 
could soon be solved. 

The group says the centre 
it uses on Willow Street is 
too small to store all of its 
equipment. 

The organisation has 
applied for planning permis¬ 
sion to site a 2.6 metre high 
steel container outside the 
property. 

A design and access state¬ 
ment in support of the bid 
said: “There is no space to 
the rear of the property to 
install a storage container, 
therefore, we propose to 
position the container on the 
frontage. 

“It will be positioned adja¬ 
cent the neighbouring prop¬ 
erty’s end gable wall and 
behind the building line.” 

A decision on the bid is 
expected by August 9. 


Weather is proof of Bible prophecy

It has even gone as far as people 
being paid to invent ways of stopping 
the sun reaching us, for example, by 
firing a massive cloud of mirrors into 


space. Should this lunacy be tolerated? 

The fact is that extremes of weather 
are common today with records kept 
for more than a century being regu¬ 
larly broken in every direction. 

The truth was declared by Jesus in 
the Bible 2000 years ago that the last 
days would be attended by a great 
increase in such troubles. 

This is what we are seeing. Adverse 
conditions are unpleasant but are an 
expected proof of Bible prophecy and 
an opportunity to turn to God and 
share the Bible hope for the future.

ANIMAL Aid has sent a new 
report to local authorities 
called Alternatives to 
Culling. It urges councils to 
seek humane, long-term 
solutions to complaints 
relating to wild species. 

Focusing on foxes, squir¬ 
rels, rats, mice, pigeons, 
gulls and geese, it details 
some simple measures that 
people can take should unw¬ 
anted animals take up resi¬ 
dence in their gardens. 

Lethal pest control not 
only causes unnecessary suf¬ 
fering, it does not offer a 
long-term solution because 
new animals or birds will 
simply move in to replace 
those individuals killed.

Repair of 
town hall 
is to cost 
£90,000 

WELSHPOOL’S Town Hall 
has disappeared under scaf¬ 
folding for the next three 
months to allow essential 
work to be carried out to its 
ageing exterior. 

Time is taking its toll on 
the building with large sec¬ 
tions of its exterior stone 
work in need of renewal 
while other sections will be 
cleaned. Up to £50,000 will 
be spent re-doing the exte¬ 
rior stonework alone. 

Welshpool Town Council 
said it wanted to keep the 
historic town hall, which 
was built in 1874, in keeping 
with the town. 

Crumbling 

Robert Robinson, town 
clerk, said the hall has suf¬ 
fered from crumbling 
stonework and councillors 
has decided that they 
wanted to put it right. 

He said: “It costs a lot to 
run but it is an icon and 
stands out in the town.” 

He added that windows in 
the courtroom and flat 
would be replaced while the 
clock and its tower will be 
completely refurbished and 
cleaned after grinding to a 
halt due to problem with the 
weights. The estimated cost 
of the total work is expected 
to be up to £90,000. 

“The work is essential and 
couldn’t be put off any 
longer,” he added.

On the run 
robbers 
have been 
locked up 

THREE men who went on 
the run in the Welshpool 
area after robbing a 
Machynlleth bank have 
been jailed. 

Mark Ricardo Lawlor, 26, 
and Micquel Daniel France, 
24, both from the Birming¬ 
ham area, pleaded guilty to 
robbery and received inde¬ 
terminate sentences while 
Robert William Court, 23, 
received a seven-and-a-half 
year sentence. 

Police welcomed the sen¬ 
tences and sent a special 
thanks to the Welshpool 
public for playing their part 
in capturing the culprits. 

“This was a serious 
offence,” said Detective 
Chief Inspector Shane 
Williams.

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Police plea over supplies of GHB 


PEOPLE living in Oswestry have been 
urged to come forward with informa¬ 
tion about the supply of GHB in a bid 
to rid the town of the drug. 

The call has been made by Inspector 
Rik Klair, who told a meeting of 
Oswestry Local Joint Committee he 
could only tackle the problem if people 
told him what they knew. 

Mr Klair, who has taken over as the 
town’s inspector alongside his existing 
duties across the rest of north Shrop¬ 
shire, said he was determined to main¬ 


tain the ‘vibrant’ nature of the town 
and the safety of residents. 

Fears had been raised that policing 
in the town would suffer without a ded¬ 
icated police inspector. But Mr Klair 
said the number of officers in the town 
would be maintained. There had been 
significantly fewer crimes recorded in 
the town compared with the last year. 

Mr Klair said: “Oswestry is a very 
vibrant town with a really good and 
important night time economy. All we 
want to do is support that vibrant, 


hard-working town and support the 
people so they feel safe to go out at 
night or in the day time and to be able 
to report crime. 

“The issue of GHB in Oswestry is 
because someone is producing it locally 
and it is used locally. I can only deal 
with that if members of the public tell 
me. “I am not going to shy away from 
it.” 

Mr Klair has taken over the duties of 
the town’s long serving former inspec¬ 
tor Jim Stafford, who has retired.

Creative Clare chooses cafe

Street, after moving up from Cornwall where she helped people gain culinary 
skills and confidence. 

The reason for her recent arrival in Oswestry is that she ‘just kind of landed

“I love it because I have the freedom to do 
whatever I want to do,” she said.

She then worked for 11 years in fashion at 
London’s Selfridges and then in a men’s tai¬ 
lor in Canary Warf.

Catering 

Once in the country she found a job at a 
seafood restaurant, despite not having any 
training in catering. 

“I said tell me what to do and I will do it,” 
she said. “I didn’t have training but I knew 
a lot about food. I worked in a deli in college 
from the age of 16 to 24 years old and I 
learned a lot about food.” 

She said when she started in the kitchens 
the day chef showed her what to do and the 
rest she managed to pick up as she went 
along. “Whatever I do I just work hard,” she 
said. After six years working at the restau¬ 
rant she felt it was time to move on and find 
a more steady job which wasn’t as reliant on 
seasonal trade. 

She saw an advert for a vacancy to work 
in Fifteen in Cornwall, which was set up by

“I applied for the job and flew down for an 
interview and I was astonished that I got the 
job,” she said. “But I had been cooking for a 
long time.” 

She said it was an interesting place to 
work and to watch those in the kitchen grow 
in skills and confidence. 

Clare found the kitchen was quite a male 
dominated area with only three females 
working in a group of 20. This sometimes 
meant the girls bonded as they worked 
together in the kitchen. She said that 
despite working at Fifteen, which was asso¬ 
ciated with Jamie Oliver, she never met the 
celebrity chef. 

In October last year she felt it was time to 
move on and found herself being offered her 
most recent job at The Radio Cafe in 
Oswestry. She is now settling into her new 
life and although she sometimes misses 
sewing she feels her life has been good and 
still has plans for the future. She said: “I 
don’t regret the choices I have made.” 


Concerns 
on bypass 
passed to 
minister 

RESIDENTS battling to get 
a bypass built around their

Gardeners net 
cash for toilets 

GARDENERS in Oswestry have been 
awarded thousands of pounds to install a 
disabled toilet at town allotments to help 
promote equal opportunities.

“About 70 per cent of residents have com¬ 
pleted the questionnaire and the next step is 
an open meeting on June 28 at 7.30pm in 
Kinnerley Parish Hall when we will launch 
the key findings relating to planning.” 

Irene Evison from local company 
Resources for Change is supporting the 
community steering group.

She said: “The open meeting today is a 
chance for everyone to find out the main 
results of the analysis of the planning sec¬ 
tion of the questionnaire. 

“We want people to come along and hear 
the results, discuss them and provide addi¬ 
tional information which can be used in our 
final report which will go to Shropshire 
Council as evidence for the SAMDev process 
for the parish.”

Chicks and chats fill the air 
with their own unique calls 


AS we leap and spring into July, we collide happily with a month of pro¬ 
fusion. There are young birds all around us, learning the ropes and 
learning from mum and dad. One particularly large fledgling to look out 
for now is the tawny owl chick. I say look...perhaps I mean, listen. 

If you’re inclined to walking your streets ‘after hours’ with a torch, you may be stopped by 
the local Neighbourhood Watch or, failing that, you may be puzzled by the noises you hear. 
Why so, because the well-known ‘keee-wick’ of the little owl may be confused with the shorter 
ke-wick of a tawny owl chick. 

However if you manage to get within throwing distance of your ‘ke-wick-er’, throw some 
light on it, for there will be no issue in confusing the two. The large, fat, fluffy tawny babies 
will dwarf any little owl you may also see. 

Sadly these charismatic little fledglings are 
often found by well-meaning individuals sat 
motionless on the ground and whisked off to the 
nearest animal hospital. 

However this survival strategy is simply a 
rather good way of keeping yourself safe from 
predators whilst allowing your parents to con¬ 
tinue their feeding of you. Often in fact owl 
chicks will use their talons, their sharp beaks 
and their wings to clamber up a nearby tree away 
from such predators and animal-lovers alike - red plumage with larger white patches in drier 
both meetings of which can be disastrous for European and Mediterranean climates, and

young owls. 

Lucky 

Therefore if you are lucky enough to find a 
chick, simply place it as high up on the nearest 
tree, and let it get on with learning the ropes. 

If you’re luckier still here in Shropshire, you 
may happen across one of our more colourful, yet 
smaller birds in late June. But before I introduce 
you to it, let me first familiarise you with some¬ 
one else. Constantin Wilhelm Lambert Gloger 
was a German ornithologist living in the 1800s. 

He was the first person to recognise the struc¬ 
tural differences between swallows and swifts, 
and also the first to put up artificial bat boxes. 
But he is most famous for his establishing of 
‘Gloger’s Rule’ which states that dark pigments 
increase in races of animals living in warm and 
humid habitats. 

Theis applies to many birds, but especially to 
the stonechat. One subspecies exhibits a paler 


the other, a darker brown plumage with less 
white in the humid Atlantic climate. 

However you don’t need colours to help you 
identify a stonechat. The name is all you need 
to know the call; a harsh ‘chatting’ not unlike 
two stones being knocked together. 

The stonechat is an ‘old-world flycatcher’ 
and if you watch it for longer enough you may 
see it doing just that. 

However if it IS colour you’re after, why not 
hunt down your nearest quarry? Quarries are 
great places for butterflies and if it’s a partic¬ 
ularly prolific spot, you may be able to tick off 
dozens of species in a few short minutes. A 
species that was affected by the April deluge 
this year, is the silver washed fritillary, my 
favourite, although it may do well to steer 
clear of any stonechats!

How can I protect myself from ‘cowboy builders’? 

Q: I’m about to have some building work done on my property, but I’m concerned about ‘cowboy builders’. What can I do to protect myself against 
potential problems? 

A: As a starting point, you should research the background of the builder. Check for any complaints made about the builder and whether they are 
members of an association or if they are accredited by a recognised trade body. Most importantly, don’t be afraid to ask for references from previous 
customers. 

Once you are satisfied with your research, ensure that a written contract is entered into to protect both parties’ position. If you are having substantial works 
done, it is advisable to instruct a solicitor to draft the contract to ensure that all appropriate clauses have been included. The contract should, if possible, include 
a specific date for completion of the works and state that ‘time is of the essence’. The contract should also include a clause which states that if any additional 
unforeseen work is required once the contracted work has started, the builder will inform you of what needs to be done and the cost before the additional work 
is carried out. 


It is recommended that payment for the work be made in stages, preferably with a substantial proportion to be paid once the work has been completed and 
approved. If you are required to pay for materials purchased on your behalf, ensure that you are provided with evidence of the cost (e.g. and invoice or receipt) 
before you pay the builder. Consider paying for work with a value of over £100 on a credit card. If anything should go wrong at a later date, the credit card 
company would be equally liable if you were unable to recover your costs from the builder. 

Should you experience difficulties once the work has started, keep a detailed diary of events and copies of any 
correspondence between parties, take detailed photographic evidence and seek professional legal advice as soon as possible.

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Driving in clover with 
new Alfa Romeo Mito 


ALFA Romeo’s MiTo is about as 
distinctive as any small car can 
get but the biggest surprise is 
under the bonnet. 

Boldly sticking to the off-centre num¬ 
ber plate front styling the Italian giant 
has invested heavily in MiTo and has 
been rewarded with a new customer 
base as a credible alternative to main¬ 
stream rivals. 

It’s a distinctive looking car and from the 
rear circular LED tail-lights and diffuser- 
style bumper give it a racy appearance. The 



front end is dominated by the central Alfa 
grille and bug-eyed headlamps. 

Alfa chose to use the Mito as the launch 
pad for its ‘revolutionary’ Multiair engines 
and there’s five star Euro-NCAP safety rat¬ 
ings and a unique DNA system. 


The 1.4 Cloverleaf has a six-speed gearbox, 
revised steering and stop-start technology 
together with a choice of driving alternatives 
ranging from Dynamic, Normal or All 
Weather at the flick of a switch. 

MiTo ushered in a new era for petrol 
engines being the first car in the world to be 
powered by engines with the revolutionary 
MultiAir technology. 

The 1.4 Turbo MultiAir was in fact 
awarded the prestigious “International Best 
New Engine of the Year” award at the 2010 
edition of the International Engine of the 
Year competition and the company has con¬ 
tinued to scoop the honours. 

Consumption 

There’s Start and Stop technology and 
gear shift Indicator as standard meaning 
lower fuel consumption and C02 emissions 
as well as enough power under the bonnet to 
keep most happy. 

Both ride and handling are impressive 
enough for most in this sector though this is 
a tough place to compete and the MiTo is no 
Mini Cooper. 

There’s an expensive feel about the cabin 
and seating is comfortable with adjustable 
seats steering and all versions come with 
electronic stability control, seven airbags 
and active anti-whiplash head restraints. 

Generally all the switches are easy to 
understand but the DNA controls are not

easy to locate behind the gear lever which is 
really disappointing, as is the restricted rear 
view. 

The Mito has achieved the maximum five- 
star rating in crash tests conducted by Euro 
NCAP and all models come with an immo¬ 
biliser and alarm. 

You wouldn’t want to travel too far in the

cramped rear seats and although the boot 
has 270 litres of space it failed the golf club 
test - though it’s still a lot bigger than the 
Mini. 

Performance is as much as you could ask 
for with 0-60mph in 8 seconds. A top speed of 
129mph and matching C02 emissions of 
129g/km. 

While not cheap at £16,250 the MiTo is still 
a credible alternative in the super mini sector 
and in bright red has got Alf Romeo stamped 
all over it.

When you are a major international car 
manufacturer, a glorious range-topping 
supercar is only ever a small part of the 
picture. 

Audi has that covered of course; witness the R8, 
which has just appeared in yet another iteration to 
tempt those seeking an even more thrilling combina¬ 
tion of exclusivity and performance. 

What matters more is the bread and butter stuff - which 
is where the latest A3 comes in. 

Since the German firm first entered the premium com¬ 
pact segment in 1996 it has sold a remarkable 2.7 million 



A3s spread over two generations - even more impressive 
when you consider that the segment didn’t really exist 
before then. 

But where there is success there is greater competition, 
which is why the latest A3 has an even tougher fight on its 
hands. 

It’s not hard to spot that this is an A3 of course. Subtle 
evolution is the name of the game when it comes to the exte¬ 
rior design, and while some may have hoped for more the 
truth is that the majority will be well and truly in favour.

It’s sharper, leaner and slicker with some edgier detailing 
all over, exactly what the majority of buyers are looking for. 

As always you’ll want one of the bigger wheel options to 
get the best look, but it has class and presence to spare. 

Then you climb inside, and where you would expect an 
Audi to be particularly strong, the new A3 manages to be 
even better than that. 

Compared to the last version the latest A3 has a more 
pared-back dashboard, with just a thin strip of switches 
across the centre of the dash sitting above the air condition¬ 
ing controls. 

In pride of place in the centre of the dash is a large and 
attractive colour monitor. Like much of the new kit in here 
it gives the impression of being taken from an Audi further 
up the pecking order - contributing to the feel-good factor 
greatly. 

The other tasty inheritance is the touchpad device for the 
Multi Media Interface. 

First seen on the A8 saloon, this allows the driver to trace 
letters and numbers to input sat-nav destinations or tele¬ 
phone numbers. 

Comfortable 

But new to the A3 is that this touchpad now sits in the 
centre of the large control wheel; a clever alteration that 
cleans up the space around the gearlever and avoids unnec¬ 
essary clutter while still packing in loads of features. 

And of course the materials used are first rate and it is all 
put together beautifully. 

Don’t forget this is where you’ll spend most of your time, 
and the A3’s cabin is welcoming, comfortable and a pleas¬ 
ure to use. 

There’s plenty of substance to go with the elegant wrap¬ 
ping, as the new A3 has a longer wheelbase and is a fraction 
wider than before yet weighs as much as 80kg less thanks 
to an aluminium bonnet and front wings. 

Underpinning all that is a new chassis that is lighter and 
stiffer than before, while the impressive mix of petrol and 
diesel engines are either new to A3 or revised. 

One of the most popular engine choices will be the 1.8- 
litre TFSI unit, and despite not being billed as such it is 
actually something of a discreet hot hatch. 


With 178bhp and 1841b.ft of torque performance is not in 
short supply; 0-62mph takes only 7.2 seconds and the top 
speed of 144mph should cover most eventualities. 

That performance is delivered with slick assurance, with 
a broad spread of torque and effortless acceleration avail¬ 
able with just a gentle squeeze of the accelerator. 

Pair it with either the six-speed manual or seven-speed 
dual clutch DSG and the A3 can cruise, potter or blast with 
complete ease. 

Yet thanks to the weight saving and efficiency measures 
the combined fuel consumption figure of 50.4mpg and 
130g/km are hugely impressive in their own right, never 
mind compared to the performance figures. 

And the way the A3 behaves on the road is a reflection of 
the car as whole; controlled, refined and unflappable. 

The steering is undemanding when cruising but accurate 
and sufficiently communicative when pressing on, and the ride 
quality even on sports suspension is firm but comfortable. 

Push hard and the A3 is safe and predictable, but there 
is fun to be had if the mood takes you. 

You could say that the new A3 doesn’t represent a giant 
leap forward from the old car, but the truth is it makes sig¬ 
nificant strides in all the important areas to give an overall 
package that is very hard tofault.

Koreans hit jackpot 
with the new Cee'd 



THE man who has made modern 
Kias look so smart had almost 
nothing to do with the car that 
made everyone sit up and take 
notice of the company back in 
2007. 

The original Kia cee’d (sorry, but that’s how 
the Korean maker writes the name) arrived 
about the same time as Bavarian Peter Schreyer 
took charge of the look of future models. 

Didn’t stop the original selling like fermented 


Korean vegetables in Seoul, though, with 
450,000 sold in Europe - 55,000 of them in the 
UK. 

A big part of the car’s success came from being 
designed and built in Europe and sold only on 
this continent. Earlier cars from the Far East 
had suffered from looking and feeling wrong 
when downloaded to a road in, say, deepest 
Northamptonshire. If that first Slovakian-built 
cee’d didn’t look especially standout it at least 
looked a lot like other European competitors in 
a restrained, modern sort of way. 

The new cee’d you see here takes the game on, 
with Schreyer’s distinctive slashes and swoops 
lending the car the air of something designed 
with the help of a high-wielded sword. 

It looks dramatic and utterly up to date and 


stands comparison to any of its competitors, 
from Focus to Astra (which comes closest to the 
cee’d’s looks). Move inside the body, made a little 
longer, lower and narrower this time, and you're 
faced with a dashboard that’s a bit unrelent¬ 
ingly black, but saved by a mix of textures and 
an obvious attention to fit and finish. 

The bits you don’t see are uprated usefully, so 
there’s a bit more power and economy nudges up 
a tad across the range, which includes 1.4 and 
1.6 litre petrol and diesel engines and, for the 
first time, the option of a hangup to date double 
clutch automatic gearbox. 

Prices range from £14,395 for a cee’d with 1.4 
litre petrol engine in ‘ 1’ trim to a heady £23,795 
for a 1.6 diesel with automatic gears and in top 
spec ‘4 Tech’ trim that includes sat nav and the 
ability to parallel-park itself without the driver 
touching the steering wheel. 

Cruise control 

Kia thinks the most popular new cee’d will 
be the model you see here, with 126bhp diesel 
power and in ‘2’ trim, which adds goodies like 
alloy wheels, cruise control, reversing sen¬ 
sors, electrically folding and heated door 
mirrors to a base car spec that comes with air 
con, remote central locking, front electric 
windows and i-Pod compatible sound system. 

Also fitted to the test car was adjustable- 
effort steering, with normal, very light or 
sportingly firm available at the push of a but¬ 
ton. I reckoned normal was fine and Kia 
could save cash and ditch the choices. 

That might free funds to make the red on 
black figures of the trip computer more read¬ 
able in sunlight. The high definition display 
on the top ‘4’spec cars is a delight by compar¬ 
ison, but you have to upgrade to get it. 

Still, that’s a minor niggle from a car that 
otherwise impressed greatly (and returned 
59mpg on a still tight engine on my test 
route). 

The new cee’d rides quietly and irons out

There is an obvious attention to fit and finish inside 


the bumps and everything a driver needs, 
from clutch and gears to steering and brakes, 
works with a smoothness that takes the 
bother out of driving. And with 122mph 
potential and the sprint to 62mph in 11.5 sec¬ 
onds, it’s no slouch. It might better an unre¬ 
alistic 74mpg in the European tests all car 
makers must submit to, but a likely daily 
average around 60mpg promises well. 

I thought the 1.6 litre petrol powered car 
was the pick of the cee’ds, with a lighter feel 
and lots of go when encouraged to rev. But I 
wouldn’t say no to the diesel. 

Either way, the seven year or 100,000 mile 
warranty shows a deep faith it the cee’d 
longevity from its maker.

Ian Braid, British Triathlon director for 
major and national events, added: “The 
British Standard Distance Triathlon Cham¬ 
pionships provided the perfect platform for 
age-group athletes to achieve their personal 
triathlon challenges.

LLANGYNOG mountain biker 
Rachel Atherton successfully 
battled a dry and dusty track to 
take the win in Round Four of 
the UCI Mountain Bike World 
Cup downhill series in Quebec, 
Canada, writes MATT VINEY. 

Atherton recorded a winning 
time of four minutes 49.969 sec¬ 
onds to earn her second world cup 
event win of the year. 

The result has closed the gap on 
overall competition leader Emme¬ 
line Ragot to just 40 points after 
four events. 

Atherton had made a promising 
start in qualifying when she flew 
down the Mont-Sainte-Anne track 
four seconds ahead of French pair 
Myriam Nicole and Ragot. 

But she was pushed hard in the 
race itself as Ragot, the reigning 
world champion, defied some 
mechanical difficulties to set the 


time to beat clocking 4:52.357. 

Second fastest qualifier Nicole 
rode next, and was 1.8 seconds 
slower at split one but pulled a 
second back on the middle sector 
before sneaking in front of Ragot 
on her final charge to the line with 
a time of 4.51:811. 

Atherton was the only rider left 
on the track at this point and at 
Interval one she was 3.6 seconds 
up on Nicole. 

Testing 

Atherton seemed to tire through 
the middle sector dropping more 
than a second but kept her cool on 
the lower section before diving for 
the line 1.8 up on Nicole. 

The jubilant winner will now 
head into next weekend’s round in 
Windham, New York, full of confi¬ 
dence although she is expecting 
an equally testing time.

“To come here and qualify 
for the Olympics in two 
events is just amazing,” said 
Walker-Hebborn.

In clover with the 
Alfa Romeo MHo 



ALFA Romeo’s MiTo is 
about as distinctive as 
any small car can get but 
the biggest surprise is 
under the bonnet. 

Boldly sticking to the off-cen¬ 
tre number plate front styling 
the Italian giant has invested 
heavily in MiTo and has been 
rewarded with a new customer 
base as a credible alternative to 
mainstream rivals. 

It’s a distinctive looking car and 
from the rear circular LED tail-lights 
and diffuser-style bumper give it a 
racy appearance. The front end is 
dominated by the central Alfa grille 
and bug-eyed headlamps. 

Alfa chose to use the Mito as the 
launch pad for its ‘revolutionary’ 
Multiair engines and there’s five star 
Euro-NCAP safety ratings and a 
unique DNA system. 

The 1.4 Cloverleaf has a six-speed 
gearbox, revised steering and stop- 
start technology together with a 
choice of driving alternatives rang¬ 
ing from Dynamic, Normal or All 
Weather at the flick of a switch. 

MiTo ushered in a new era for 
petrol engines being the first car in 
the world to be powered by engines 
with the revolutionary MultiAir 
technology. 

The 1.4 Turbo MultiAir was in fact 
awarded the prestigious “Interna¬ 
tional Best New Engine of the Year” 
award at the 2010 edition of the 
International Engine of the Year 
competition and the company has 
continued to scoop the honours. 

There’s Start and Stop technology 
and gear shift Indicator as standard 
meaning lower fuel consumption and 
C02 emissions as well as enough 
power under the bonnet to keep most 
happy.

Both ride and handling are impres¬ 
sive enough for most in this sector 
though this is a tough place to com¬ 
pete and the MiTo is no Mini Cooper. 

There’s an expensive feel about 
the cabin and seating is comfortable 
with adjustable seats steering and all 
versions come with electronic stabil¬ 
ity control, seven airbags and active 
anti-whiplash head restraints. 

Generally all the switches are easy 
to understand but the DNA controls 
are not easy to locate behind the gear 
lever which is really disappointing, 
as is the restricted rear view. 

The Mito has achieved the maxi¬ 
mum five-star rating in crash tests 
conducted by Euro NCAP and all 
models come with an immobiliser 
and alarm. 

You wouldn’t want to travel too far 
in the cramped rear seats and 
although the boot has 270 litres of 
space it failed the golf club test - 


though it’s still a lot bigger than the 
Mini. 

Performance is as much as you 
could ask for with 0-60mph in 8 sec¬ 
onds. A top speed of 129mph and 
matching C02 emissions of 129g/km. 

While not cheap at £16,250 the 
MiTo is still a credible alternative in 
the super mini sector and in bright 
red has got Alf Romeo stamped all 
over it.

Buying beats renting by 
£270,000 over a lifetime 


STEPPING on to the property ladder 
has enormous financial benefits over 
a person’s adult lifetime. According to 
a new study from Barclays, owning 
your Shrewsbury home rather than 
renting it will save you £269,241 over 
a 50-year period. 

And this figure doesn’t even account for the 
value of the home the buyer will own at the end of 
it. 

While the total cost of mortgage repayments, 
maintenance, and other costs associated with own¬ 
ing the average Shrewsbury home would come to 
£419,364 over 50 years (a person’s adult lifetime 
since a typical buyer purchases in his early 30s), 
renting a similar home over the same period would 
cost £688,604. 

Recognising that getting on the housing ladder, 
or trading up is still a substantial barrier to many, 
Barclays has created a new mortgage scheme 
(Helpful Start) which has a Family Affordability 
Plan incorporated into it, that lets parents help 
their children with loan affordability. 

The Family Affordability Plan allows parents to 
help their children get on or move up the property 
ladder without being on the property deeds. 


Both incomes are used to calculate the mortgage 
amount and the scheme is available across all mort¬ 
gage rates including NewBuy. 

Initially, being a tenant is often cheaper than 
being an owner, as mortgage repayments tend to be 
higher than rental costs, but rents inflate over 
time. The home buyer, of course, also has one-off 
financial hurdles of deposit, stamp duty and solici¬ 
tor’s fees, and permanent aspects such as mainte¬ 
nance and insurance for his home. However, most 
importantly, at the end of 25 years, the buyer will 
also own his home outright as the mortgage will 
have been entirely repaid. 

Security 

Andy Gray, head of mortgages at Barclays said: 
“The cost of stepping on or moving up the housing 
ladder can be a big barrier for many, but the long 
term benefits hugely exceed the initial expense. 

“Not only will you save money by becoming an 
owner occupier, but you will also own a substantial 
asset once your mortgage is paid off, providing 
financial security for your old age. Those who 
choose to rent permanently will have to pay their 
landlord out of their pension income, while owner- 
occupiers will enjoy minimal housing costs. 

“Many parents have already realised the return 
from buying their homes and want to give their 


children this important step towards independ¬ 
ence, but they cannot afford to provide them with 
the deposit to buy their first home or trade up. Bar¬ 
clays’ Family Affordability Plan allows parent and 
child to pool resources and secure a larger loan, 
thereby helping generate much greater wealth and 
security for the child stepping on or up the property 
ladder.” 

Over a 50-year span, roughly 50 per cent of the 
cost of occupying your own home comes in the form 
of mortgage payments. Two fifths of that is interest 
cost, while the rest is capital repayment. The next 
largest outlay is maintenance. 

The initial purchase deposit is the next biggest 
cost, while insurance, stamp duty and other costs 
associated with buying the house in the first place 
make up the rest. 

Figures vary enormously from region to region, 
due to the differences in rents and house prices 
across the country. 

For example, in London, buying a typical home 
would save the owner £396,000 compared to rent¬ 
ing it over 50 years. This is chiefly because rental 
costs in the capital are relatively high. In the South 
West, by contrast, the advantage is very small (just 
£34,000) because rents are unusually cheap rela¬ 
tive to house prices.

BEFORE the First World War, 
they were part-time volunteers 
in the military who had no idea 
of what was awaiting them. 

But these recently unearthed photo¬ 
graphs capture some of the heroic peo¬ 
ple who faced ferocious fighting on the 
Western Front. 

A massive new collection of pictures 
and documents have been donated to 
Shropshire Regimental Museum at 
Shrewsbury Castle relating to the 
Shropshire Royal Horse Artillery, 
which was made up of volunteers. 

Now museum bosses are looking for 
people to come forward to help identify 
some of the soldiers in the pictures. 

Among the pictures that have been 
handed over is a photograph of nine of 
the men in military uniform, as well as 
another of some of the soldiers on 
horseback. 

Others show the soldiers posing on 
Salisbury Plain two years before the 
war, while the collection also includes 
one of the call-up letters received by a

member of the battery. Peter Duckers, 
curator of the museum, said the donation 
of about 100 items had been made about 
two weeks ago by local descendants of sol¬ 
diers involved in the unit and was a ‘major 
find’. 

“It is the biggest single collection of 
photographs of the Shropshire Royal 
Horse Artillery we have been given and it 
adds hugely to what we have on them,” he 
said. 

Mr Duckers said the items had been 
donated to the museum by a family from 
Wellington who had two relatives in the 
unit. 

“They felt it would all be better off in 
the local regimental museum rather than 
in a cardboard box in their attic,” he said. 

“The RHA served on the Western Front 
and saw some pretty severe fighting. 

“They suffered a fair number of casual¬ 
ties in action, particularly in 1917 and 
1918. 

“This donation doubles what we have 


got on the Shropshire Royal Horse 
Artillery in the First World War. It is a 
major find and very important.” 

He said the collection of photographs 
and documents from the period has been 
put into the museum’s archives, with 
plans for some of the items to be copied 
and put out on display to visitors. 

But Mr Duckers said there is a limit of 
information about the soldiers who fea¬ 
ture in the pictures. 

Majority 

He added that members of the public 
who may have had relations in the RHA 
could be able to help out. 

“The problem is that the vast majority 
don’t have names on. That is the overall 
problem you get with these things,” he 
said. 

If anyone recognises any of the people in 
these photographs that would be very 
helpful. 

“It is always nice to put a name to the 
picture. There are very good clear shots.” 

“In the main Shropshire TA battery 
there were about 150 officers and men. It 


was a TA unit before the war so they were 
all local men and part-timers who were 
then called up to war. 

“One of the documents we have got is a 
chap’s call-up letter. It is dated August 5 
1914 - the day after we declared war, so 
they were very fast and efficient.” 

He said the collection also appears to 
show that a father and son from Welling¬ 
ton - James and Fred Cox - both served in 
the unit at the same time. 

Mr Duckers said that while the RHA 
saw some fierce fighting in the last two 
years of the war, it had a slow start to the 
campaign. 

“To their great disappointment they 
were put on British coastal defence duty 
in Norfolk. They were a very highly 
regarded battery and were bursting to get 
out there,” he said. 

“But they didn’t get overseas until the 
beginning of 1917. They suffered signifi¬ 
cant casualties in their two years of active 
service.”

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Tournament scrapped as bad weather takes its toll 


EVENING cricket has suffered a double 
blow with the cancellation of an annual 
tournament and the loss of an estab¬ 
lished club. 

The Saxonby Shrewsbury & District 
Evening Cricket League committee was 
forced to scrap this year’s President’s 
Cup owing to continuing poor weather. 

And Shrewsbury Police Cricket Club 
has resigned from the league after 33 
years. 

It is now officially the worst start to a 
season weather-wise since 1979 when 
the first six rounds of league matches 
were lost to the elements. 

Now, owing to a growing backlog of fix¬ 
tures caused by matches being post¬ 
poned, the President’s Cup will not be 
contested this season. 

Meanwhile, the committee were sad¬ 
dened to receive notification of the with¬ 


drawal of Shrewsbury Police CC, who 
have found it increasingly difficult to 
raise a side. 

League secretary Steve Reese said: 
“The Police side joined the league the 
year after its formation having previ¬ 
ously played in the West Midland Serv¬ 
ices League. 

“The Police had been instrumental in 
keeping the league together in the late 
80s. Les Jones became league chairman 
whilst also umpiring the side. 

“Then in 2005 when the entire league 
committee decided to retire, two Police 
members Ray Collins (chairman) and 
John Fitzsimmons (treasurer) volun¬ 
teered to join the depleted league man¬ 
agement committee to keep it going. 

“Ray is still holding the chairman’s 
role today and has been a prolific bats¬ 
man throughout the 33 years, although 


he will want to forget his last Police 
innings which was a first-ball duck.” 

On the field, top performers in the lat¬ 
est round of matches came in division 
four when Grove hosted table-toppers 
Welshpool.

RYAN DOBLE quickly hit if off with Tom Brad¬ 
shaw on Wales under-21 duty - and now he’s 
excited at having the chance to potentially do 
the same at club level for Shrewsbury Town.

I want to do as much as I can to 
make sure I’m 100 per cent for the 
start of pre-season and have spoken 
to Skitty quite a lot over the summer 
about strengthening work. 

“I’ve had a good break and it’s 
been nice to get home and spend 
time with my family and friends. 

“It’s actually the longest break 
I’ve ever had but you get to the point 
where you’re a bit bored and you 
want to get back into it.” 

The time he spent with Skitt 
allowed him to be brought up to date 
with all the comings and goings, 
with Jacobson admitting he’s been 
impressed by the new arrivals. 

“From what I’ve heard they all 
seem like good players,” he said. “I 
remember playing against Darren 


Jones last season and Skitty’s told 
me he’s a big guy and has got good 
presence so that’s a good thing.” 

Jacobson stressed just how much 
he was looking forward to the new 
season and playing League One foot¬ 
ball again having previously played 
at this level with Oldham and Bris¬ 
tol Rovers. 

He said: “I was away when the fix¬ 
tures came out but I got a phone call 
telling me we will start at Sheffield 
United. 

“I already knew we had been 
drawn away to Leeds United in the 
cup so to start the season with Leeds 
and then Sheffield United is great. It 
doesn’t get much better than that.
